Schedule Set 


Ravenswood City School Dis- 
trict board members agreed to 
compromise on a compromise 
last week, and put a teacher’s 
salary schedule with a range of 
$4550-$8180 into effect for the 
1969-61 school year. 

The 13-step schedule will 
replace the $4400-$8000 con- 
tract in effect for 1959-60 
and will add $38,500 to dis- 
trict expenditures. 

It starts just $50 over the 
new state minimum for certifi- 
cated teachers. 

Original salary contract re- 
quest by the Ravenswood 
Teachers Association began at 
| $4700 and ended at $8450. 

Supt. of Schools Stanley 
O. Schnepple, at the board’s 
request, then worked out a 
suggested compromise sched- 
ule of from $4660 to $8450 
with a 14-step basis. 

In the original discussions, 
Trustee Richard Abbott indi- 
cated he had favored begin- 
ning at the $4500 level. 

Trustee Mrs. Margaret Coch- 
rane moved that the board con- 
sider Schnepple’s recommen- 

| dation, but eliminated the 14th 
step in favor of a possible fu- 
ture plan to encourage “ca- 
reer teachers” by means of ad- 
ditional pay for meritorious 
| service, a proposal originated 
by Trustee Charlotte Roden. 

The board majority, appar- 
ently feeling the lower scale 
weuld enable a “career teach- 
er” program to be worked 
out later with the funds that 
would be available, favored 
the $4550 compromise and 
Mrs. Cochrane withdrew her 
motion. 

Trustees also heard Mrs. 
Harry Carlson of Belle Haven 
request that Belle Haver sev- 
enth and eighth graders who 
attend Green Oaks junior 
school be sent next year to 
Menlo Oaks junior school in- 
stead — and also heard Mrs.

In this case, he said, Menlo 
had agreed to keep a pedes- 
trian right‘of-way open when 
MacBain avenue was closed 
off at the campus boundary 
last year and that no new 
buildings would be built, pre- 
venting MacBain from becom- 
ing the “back yard” of the 
campus. 

About the access road, the 
residents were up in arms be- 
cause of the added delivery 
truck traffic that would be 
brought onto Alejandra. The 
road would parallel the rear 
of the school property 20 feet 
inside the line. 

There were no written 
agreements regarding the 
MacBain avenue closing 
though, and there were sev- 
eral conflicting accounts of 
just what the agreement 
was, 

In his rebuttal, Menlo at- 
torney Nathan Finch said 
that the school’s decision to 
place the dining hall at that 
spot is simply making best 
use of the land, as the school 
has the right to do. At a meet- 
ing with the neighbors last 
Monday, Finch said the school 
agreed to move the dining 
hall back another five feet to 
105 feet. 

Added to the 60-foot set- 
back of the homes, this would 
be 165 feet separating the 
dining hall and the neighbor- 
ing homes. They also agreed 
to put up a seven-foot masonry 
wall, suitably foliaged. 

He also said that the build- 
ing is very beautiful architec- 
turally, and the roofline would 
be hardly noticeable from ad- 
joining property.

He also noted that when 
MacBain avenue was closed it 
was carefully worked out and 
written down granting the

Chances that the company 
would be forced to vacate its 
present quarters at Willow 
and Middlefield roads by

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| As We See It: ‘Industry’ Needs New Definitions 


Current furor over the apparent march of “industry” 
into the foothills is not to be laughed off. 


Understanding and resolution of the problem require, 
we believe, first, some new definitions of “industry” and 
second, some review and perhaps realignment of old con- 
cepts, 


For years it has been generally accepted by forecasters 
of development that the Peninsula would see industry 
growing along the edge of San Francisco Bay, homes 
creeping further up into the hills. 


Such a concept seemed to be borne out until recently. 
Now what has happened? The area has turned upside 
down from the old established viewpoint. 

Homes stretch out across the mud flats at San Mateo; 
Brewer's Island, a few feet above high tide in front of 
Redwood City, is proposed as a vast new residential de- 
velopment. At the same time, hilltop residents of Los 
Altos Hills and Sharon Heights find themselves facing 
the propect of “industry” at their doorsteps. 

What has changed the picture to invert so completely 
our old way ‘of thinking? 

We all recognize the flight from the city that, in 

| the last fifteen years has seen thousands of manufactur- 
ing and business establishments moving out to the 

' country, away from the concentrated urban centers. 

With this movement has come a new understanding’ 
of old values, the values of trees and sky and pleasant 
surroundings. 

From the earliest days of the industrial revolution, 
Western man has conceived of his money-making activities 


as necessarily a chore. It was, he felt, a dirty, grubby busi- 
ness at best, and the surroundings in which it was accom- 
plished made little difference. Furthermore, difficulties 
of transportation and communication tended to draw to- 
gether the many interlocking and mutually dependent 
operations of manufacturing, commerce and finance. 

From this background arose The City as we used to 
think of it. There was an “industrial” section, where goods 
were manufactured and which, to this day, evokes in all 
minds the vision of flaring blast furnaces lighting the 
smokestacks, the sound of locomotives pounding as coal 
dust smears the windows and sullies the laundry hung out 
to dry. 


Then there was the business and commercial section, 
where goods were traded and money was exchanged. In 
between and clustered all around were the rows and rows 
of close-packed living quarters, where the men who ntade 
up The City could rent a roof for themselves and their 
families. Only the wealthy could afford the time and 
transportation necessary to-allow them to live in The Coun- 
try, to enjoy fresh air and the beauties of nature. 

With the advent of modern transportation and 
communication, men began to realize that the functions 
of money-making need not be crowded together. The 
Captain of Industry began to think that his factory 
might be closer to his home, not only saving himself 
long daily trips but allowing his employees to enjoy 
some of the values of less crowded surroundings. 

Thus factories moved to The Country, and with this 
trend came, too, the realization that a pleasant atmosphere, 
instead of distracting the worker, could actually increase 


his production. 


So the old line of demarcation between The City and 
The Country began to disappear. Our present confusion 
marks complete distintegration of the old-time distinction. 


Here on the Peninsula, where flat bayside land offers 
ideal sites for large manufacturing plants and where the 
hills offer beautiful homesites, the confusion is more evi- 
dent than in other areas, where one stretch of flat land is 


just like another. 


To save our Peninsula; we believe a new line of 
demarcation is called for. It is, perhaps, too late to deny 
the hills to all kinds of “industry.” Perhaps we would be 
spiting ourselves to try, limiting one area to one use, 
denying to each the value of a balanced economy. 


But here is where some new definitions are needed. 
The old terms of “industry” and “light industry” do 


not suffice. 


What is needed is new term defining those operations 
that can function in a residential area without changing 
the nature of the area, that can, in fact, enhance it. 


An effort at the definition has been made. 


Menlo 


Park’s “professional-administrative” zoning is a pioneering 
concept, but to save the hills, we need a less cumbersome 


but more restrictive term. 


A brief tour of area professional and light indus- 
trial developments can, we believe, help to pinpoint | 
the distinction. Look at Sunset Magazine, at Argonaut 
Insurance and Stanford Research Institute in Menlo 


Park. Look at the professional buildings along Welch 


road near the new Stanford-Palo Alto Hospital. Look 
at the Lockheed and Hewlett-Packard plants in Stan- 


ford’s industrial park. rats, 

Lockheed, Hewlett-Packard and Stanford Research 
Institute all would be misfits in the hills simply on the 
basis of size; they would dominate the landscape in’ all 
directions. ‘ion! 

The glass-box and chicken-shed structures alohg 
Welch road do not belong in a residential area. Their 
occupancy by numbers of different professional and busi- 
ness men cause too muéh in-and-out traffic, arid the econ- 
omics of their purpose leads, apparently, to dissonant  archi- 
tecture. 

Sunset Magazine and Argonaut Insurance — yes, and 
most of the other offices in Linfield Oaks, too — could, we 
believe, operate unobtrusively in the hills if set on large 
enough sites and suitably landscaped and screened. 

From this tour we begin to approach our definitioti of 
operations suitable to the hills: An enterprise should be 
large enough to occupy an entire building of its own, but 
not so large that it would dominate an area; it should deal 
largely in intangible products, not itenis that must be 
trucked in and out in large quantities; it should be wealthy 
enough and. willing to purchase more land than it needs 
so that adequate landscaping and screening can be pro- 
yided and maintained. 

If such operations could be scattered in the hills, close 
to adequate traffic arteries — but not grouped all together 
so that, in their concentration, they again become domi- 
nant features of the landscape —our hills, we believe, 
might be saved, our economy strengthened and our whole 
area benefitted. ‘ 

But what do we call such enterprises? We still ate 
searching for the term.

out that the present system 
will have to be doubled in size 
—not to meet the needs of 
San Francisco itself, but to 
meet the needs of Peninsula 
and east bay cities which are 
dependent on it. 

Because of the fact that 
San Franciscans built an 
adequate system for them- 
selves years ago, there might 
even be some sentiment in 
the metropolis to the effect 
that Peninsulans should pay 
their way out of their own 
water supply problems with- 
out disturbing things at 
their own city hall. 

Unfortunately, the politics 
of the thing dictate that San 
Francisco utilities operators 
are. going to have to be in 
charge of any work that gets 
done. Peninsula city officials 
inherit the job of convincing 
their constituents that they 
aren’t buying something grand 
for an out-of-county water de- 
partment. 


The campaign to convince 
local residents that they 
should support the San Fran- 
cisco water department's 
building project hasn’t been 
heard about as such yet. 

It will be, however, and if 
the partisans of “loeal con- 
trol” can be counted on, 
there’ll be a lot of controyer- 
sial talk back and forth. 


Of course, the San Fran- 
cisco water supply agency 
holds a lot of trump cards. 
Besides owning their pipe 
lines, they own most of the 
undeveloped watershed in 
county. 


And although supplies from 
the Hetch Hetchy are supple- 
mented with these, there’s no 
doubt that the present penin- 
sula population would face 
dire shortages if it had to de- 
pend on its own lakes and 
wells for the total supply. 

Meanwhile, the state depart- 
ment of water resources is 
finding out new ways of ip- 
creasing the state’s supplies 
of water and, they admit at 
the outset, the’ bulk of the 
supply is contained in the 
Sierra snowpack. 

Half of the state’s water 
supply comes from the April- 
to-July runoff’ from the aia 
above snow line in the mguh- 
tains, the department says. 
The area’ involved extends 


from the Oregon border. to’ 


just east of Bakersfield ant ‘at 
altitudes above 5000 feet ih 
the south, to above 3500-4 
in the north. ae 


This area, says the depait- 
ment, comprises about 12 pér 
cent of the state’s area. 

_ The amount of snow fall- 
ing on this area can’t be 
altered without some taimp- 
ering with nature, but the 
length of time if’ cah’ be 
held on the slopes before 
melting can be improved, 

Thus, if trees are planted 
to provide shade for the snow 
fields, the supply of moisture 
can be available foi several 
more weeks or months thah it 
now is. 

The possibility of improve- 
ment is indicated’ by le aa 
that at present only 42 per 
cent of the “snow zone” is 


covered with trees while 99° 


per cent of it is bare rock.
